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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants have submitted a reproduction of a 
page from a laboratory notebook of Steven C. Mitchell which is not legible and the information therein is not apparently clear. While 
Applicants have provided this page as evidence of conception, diligence and reduction to practice this page is not clear on its face. 
Applicants have the burden to explain the contents of the page as proof of acts amounting to conception, diligence and reduction to 
practice, see In re Borkowski and Van Venrooy 184 USPQ 29 (CCPA 1974). Absent is a clear explanation of pointing out exactly what 
facts are established therein and relied upon by Applicants. This page provides little assistance in enabling the PTO to determine 
Applicants' assertion of conception, diligence and reduction to practice before the prior art.
